RE: 1980 Police Report 


Townspeople of Unity 


1980 closed out as the busiest year ever for Law Enforcement. The year 
started off well, with less criminal activity than we had in 1979, due mostly to 
the fact that we had people out doing more patrol work. As the year 
progressed, we had a substantial increase in burglaries and thefts due to two 
basic reasons. One was the decline in the economy and also a decline in our 
patrol activity. | 


During 1980 we investigated 66 complaints of theft and or burglaries. 
Motor vehicle accidents also increased to 56. During 1980, we also responded 
to more medical emergencies. With the start of the fast squad, the ambulance 
service now calls us whenever it comes out so we can give escort or guidance to 
a call. Mileage on the cruiser this year amounted to just over 32,000 miles. 
This does not include the mileage on Officers Taylor and Webbers vehicles. 


1980 was another + -ar for non salaried Police protection, as we donated the 
portion of the Budget for Salaries to purchase used portable radios and a 
vehicle radio for Officer Taylor’s use. This, is of course to our benefit, for 
proper communications, but it was a gain to the Town for Police equipment. 


As the price of everything is on an increase and due to small budgeting, we 
ran out of money in October. All patrol and complaint response after then 
was paid for by the Officers of this department. 


In 1980 all officers of this department began state certifications which will 
be completed in March of 1981. This schooling is being done by the state, and 
all officers give up their Saturdays to attend this school to improve the Police 
standards for the town. Also State law will require all Officers to be certified 


Note to the townspeople of Unity. 


Due to the demands of the residents and the need for more Police 
protection, it has become increasingly difficult to provide the police services 
to the town. The demands of our employers and our need to support our 
families have made it so that we have not been able to supply all of the 
attention the people want. The detection and prevention of criminal activity 
in Unity has become more demanding, and we just do not have the time to 
devote to it. The demands of the State Police Standards and Training 
Council, the Judges of our court system, require us to spend more and more 
time. The courts want us present now on all of our cases and our employers 
want us on the job. They are understanding to a point, but when you take two 
mornings a week off for court, they tend to doubt whether or not we work for 
them. As you may or may not have noticed yet, there is an article in the town 
warrant to raise and appropriate to operate this department on a full-time 
basis. As the population increases so does the need for Police protection. Asa 
part-time department, we are not able to provide the people with all the 
service they need. We feel that now is the time to get the department going on 
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a full-time basis. Before too long, we will be required to have a full-time police 
department by State Law. By starting now, with the relatively small amount 
requested, we can be ahead of the game. If we wait until it is mandated by the 
State, it will cost two to three times as much as it will now. 


The plan as it stands now, will allow for 8 hours of patrol and investigation, 
7 days a week and an on call basis for the rest of the time. We feel that this will 
be a benefit to the people of Unity. There are those who say that we don’t need 
Police in Unity, but ask the man who was broken into two or three times this 
year.

The need is there, and it’s not from our own people, it’s not from our own 
people, it’s from the outside coming through with no respect for what is ours. 
Ask Nate Pintello who would have expected an armed robbery at our little 
store? By starting now, we can save a lot of expense that we won't be able to in 
another year or two. 


It’s the people who need the protection and the people who can vote it in; so 
vote yes for the article for full-time Police services. With the laws the way that 
they are now, we need the police for our own protection.

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CHIEF’S REPORT 


During this past year we have completed the canvass of the Town. We went 
door to door giving out new phone stickers, Tot finders, the Vial of Life, and 
assigning a Grid Number to each house. For those who were not home we left 
the material to be filled out and returned. Many have sent it back, some have 
not. In the Spring we are going back, not house to house, but grid by grid. 
Checking to make sure that every house in each grid is listed. If it is not, to find 
which ones are not and contact the owner to get it listed. 


On the subject of Grid Map numbers, I can not urge too strongly for the 
people of Unity to use the grid number along with their names when 
Emergency Service is needed, be it Fire, Medical or Police. It would help 
greatly if each home owner would place a durable and highly visible sign 
similar to the following example, in front of their home. 


Fire Grid No. 
7—L—3 
If you are calling the Police, they have been given a copy of the Grid Map 
and will be able to find you easier. 


For Fire or Medical Emergency: If the phone number that is on the sticker 
is used, this is what happens. The number 542-5155 is located at the 
Claremont Fire Station which is maned 24 hours a day. When a call comes in 
a firefighter takes the information and immediately presses a button which 
activates radio receivers in our homes, our cars or on our person and 
transmits the information he has received. If it isa Medical Emergency he will 
also send the Ambulance. If you call the Ambulance yourself, they call 
Claremont Fire to dispatch our F.A.S.T. squad (First Aid Stabilization team) 
which consist of E.M.T.-A’s (Emergency Medical Technicians) and Advance 
First Aiders, who are trained to apply anything from a simple bandage to 
assist with an emergency childbirth. 


Each man has a copy of the Grid map. There are copies in our station, also 
at Claremont Fire, all Fire Department’s around us, all Police and 
Ambulance Departments. 


To HELP us to get to you with the least amount of loss time, PLEASE USE 
YOUR GRID MAP NUMBERS.

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UNITY FREE LIBRARY 


The present Town Library in the Town Hall having worn out two electric 
heaters and the trustees’ patience, we went looking for a new home for the 
library. 


The School Board having provided for expansion when building the school 
addition, one classroom is temporarily available for auxiliary functions. The 
School Board, the Selectmen and the Library Trustees reached agreement on 
a basis of joint operation of school and town libraries. This makes available a 
modern, heated 30x30 room with outside access that will be a considerable 
improvement over present quarters. 


We would like to use this to improve our services by being open at least six 
hours per week, year round, part of this time to be during hours working 
adults as well as children can use the library. We are, therefore, asking for 
enough money to cover the librarian’s salary for these additional hours, for 
supplies and books, and also sufficient revenue sharing funds to equip the new 
quarters. 


Activity this year consisted of having the existing library open once a week 
in the summer. Circulation was 131. 


Ideas being considered for the future include a book fair, further additional 
hours, and perhaps some Saturday morning activities for the youngsters.

NEWPORT AREA HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


1980 has been a year of moderate growth in most areas of service for the 
Agency. Skilled Nursing visits have increased except in the area of maternal 
child care. The number of physical and occupational therapy visits has 
increased considerably. Hypertension (high blood pressure) screening, Well- 
Child, Women Infants and Children, and Dental Clinics have all been well 
attended. 


The Newport Area Home Health Agency is funded by third party payers 
for those who have coverage, by the State of N.H. for Maternal Child Health 
Clients, by the United Way for services in the area of child abuse and neglect, 
by town appropriations and by private individuals who can afford to pay for 
services. 


The Agency’s philosophy is to provide needed home health care services to 
all citizens in the area regardless of their ability to pay. The Agency depends 
heavily on the towns to support those who are not able to pay, to do health 
promotion and education and to support clinics. 

1981 finds the Agency with ten employees, mostly part time, ready and able 
to provide a wide range of home health care services to the seven towns it 
serves.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT 
To the Citizens of Unity: 


October 21st was perhaps the highpoint of this school year. On that evening 
every classroom overflowed with students, parents, and other citizens of 
Unity coming to see their new addition. Approximately five thousand square 
feet of space has been added: classrooms, conference room, toilet, selectmens’ 
office. Space that students have needed for such a long period of time. 


Your School Board has worked long and diligently the past twenty-four 
months guiding this project through to a successful completion. Countless 
hours were spent interviewing contractors and subcontractors, studying 
alternative ways of financing this project, and the many other details involved 
in a construction project of this size. This of course in addition to their 
responsibilities toward pupil transportation issues, replacing fifty percent of 
our staff, other. They deserve your utmost gratitude. 


I must elaborate on financing of the addition. By the 
Board’s decision to affiliate with the Bond Bank of 
New Hampshire, the District saved approximately 
$43,200 in interest fees alone. Their timing was just 
about perfect. The net interest rate to Unity on 
borrowed money is 7.86%; this at a time the prime rate 
was in the vicinity of 12% and heading towards 20%. 


It was with mixed emotions that Board member 
Maryann Erlanson’s resignation was accepted this 
past fall. Everyone was pleased she had the opportunity 
to reenter her chosen profession but we miss her many 
contributions - her commitment. Mr. Brian Whipple 
has already made his mark as a valued replacement. 


Another component of a successful school is the faculty. We interviewed 
carefully to bring more talented teachers to Unity. 


Robert Morse was selected as principal and teacher of 
grades 7/8, replacing Harold Buck. Mr. Morse, a 
graduate of Keene State College, taught in Springfield, 
Vermont High School before accepting his assignment 
here. 


Vicki Cooper replaced Harold Hall as teacher of 
grades 5/6. Mrs. Cooper is a graduate of Virginia 
Commonwealth University and previously taught in 
Maine, Virginia, and Florida schools. 
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Jennette Hildebrandt of Claremont was elected to the 
position previously held by Sue Farland. Mrs. Hildebrandt 
graduated from the University of Maine and has seven 
years of classroom experience in the schools of New 
Jersey, Ohio and Pennsylvania. 


Although not a classroom teacher per se Catherine 
Caccomo serves the entire staff as an aide - and as a 
replacement to Mrs. Walker. Ms. Caccomo is a 
certified teacher having graduated from Keene State 
College last June. 


My most immediate concern for all New Hampshire schools is the funding 
aspect for the handicapped. Federal and especially New Hampshire laws have 
in recent years placed a tremendous responsibility as well as financial burden 
on us. Mandates originate from Concord legislators with promises of dollars 
to carry them out. In reality it’s the same old story - promises but little 
financial support. A number of us are working hard to get some of the statutes 
changed but we best be prepared to soon fund locally a much larger portion of 
these costs ... the same is said for the Food Service Program. 

It has now been 15 years that Unity joined S.A.U. No. 6and the Claremont 
office. During that time I’ve met many fine people - and I look forward to 
continuing years of association with you.

The Annual School District meeting was called to order at 8:00 P.M. by 
Burt Wiggins, Moderator.

An auditor was chosen for the ensuing year, with Harvey 
Hill receiving 4 votes. A school board member was chosen fora 
term of three years, with Maryann Erlanson receiving 38 votes.

Voted: that $400,000 is appropriated for 
the construction and equipping of an addition to the Unity 
Elementary School; appropriation the School Board is authorized 
that to raise to borrow $400,000 under the Municipal Finance 
Act; and that the School Board is authorized to take all action 
necessary to carry out the project. 


Mr. Wiggins asked if the voters had any discussion/ questions 
on this motion. There being none he declared the polls open for 
the voting. Mr. Wiggins announced that the polls must be open 
for at least one hour on this article. He noted that the time was 
now 8:05 P.M. 


At 9:20 P.M. the Moderator asked if everyone who wished to 
vote had done so. Everyone had. At 9:12 P.M. the Moderator 
declared the polls closed. 

Ballots were now counted - the vote on Article 2 was: yes 49, no 
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Article 3. Jon Krueger moved that $46,000 be appropriated for the 
repayment of principal and interest on the bonded indebtedness 
incurred for the elementary school addition. Sally Stout 
seconded it. Motion passed. 


Article 4. Linda Callum moved that we accept the reports of Agents, 
Auditors, Committees, and Officers chosen as printed in the 
Annual Report.

SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 
To the Citizens of Unity I submit the annual school nurse’s report. 


During the 1979-80 school year I checked all the students for pediculosis 
(lice) and scabies (body lice) at the beginning of the school year and periodic 
inspections were done as needed. The incidences for either of these infectious 
diseases were very low 


All students were weighed and measured for height and results were 
recorded on their records. 


All children were screened for vision and hearing. One hundred and fifty- 
eight students were given vision tests with fourteen students being referred for 
further evaluation by their doctor. Of the one hundred fifty-four students 
tested for hearing four were referred for further evaluation. 


Twenty students entered first grade and TB tests done prior to entering 
school. 


I did some instruction in the area of personal hygiene. Some of the classes 
were shown filmstrips on personal hygiene, dental health, and emotions. 


This year was also the year of the measles outbreak. We held a free clinic in 
the Unity school and immunized twenty-six students. We were helped on this 
clinic by the Newport Area Health Agency. 


I have enjoyed this year very much and look forward to 80-81.
